‘With’ so ‘oxcelleut a precedent to follow, 
“surely the Chawber had every cause to 
white ay they did’in their letter of: the 
7th instant. The “Chairman spoke at the 
monthly meeting of his “ holy horror of 
interference in any way in local polities.” 
But, after all, the ‘whole point: of the 
Chamber's letler was the xerious damage 
to the trade of Hongkong from the pre- 
sent epidemic. .The local Chamber of 
Commerce, we take it, hus among its 
anost important: functions the protection 
of the trade of Hongkong, vitally threatened 
by the continual ravages of plague on this 
island. The ratepayers, from whom Sir 
' Tuomas Jackson. thought that such ‘a 
representation would more fitly come, are 
not purely commercial. They are all alike, 
of course, intérested in the welfare of the 
port and in the sanitation of the place in 
which they live. ‘This, however, does not 
by any means preclude the commercial 
community from having 4 ‘special interest 
in the question of the Colony’s health, and:

Chan Ching Un was charged with baing a 
momber of an wnlawiul suciety, to wit, tho 
Triad Socicty. He pleaded not guilty.

Mr. Pollock suid the defendant was arrested 
hy Chinoso P, 8.

geunt searched the hous, and found amongst 
other things » book wrapped up in_s handker- 
chief with vorious other books. These books 
would bs proved by o witness for the prose- 
culion, who had mado a study of ‘Triad 
Soviety ductrines, {0 bé writings of the 
Triad Socioty: ‘The . Chinese sergeant 
. woud prove that he found the books inside 

dhe defendent’s box, and would also tell 
that the defendant said the box and all tho 
«books were his, A minute afterwards the 
defendant changed his story and said the book 
. was given to him by a friond. The sorgeant 
said he would like to sec the friend, und the 
defendant then suid he had picked up the book 
from tho ground.’ When ‘taken’ to the police 
station and charged, the defendant said be was 
note momber of the Triad Society, thut tho 
book ‘was not his and that he Had so many: books 
he did not know the book was mixed up: with 
the others, The dofondant bad thus given threo 
inconsistent accounts as to how he’ came by the 
ook, aud the jury would huve to consider’ the- 
caso from all sides vory carofully. . 

Evidence was then led. The greater part, of 
it was published during tho magisterial enquiry. 

Tho, Chinese police nergeant gave evidence 
relative to the finding of the hook in tho defen- 
dant’s hous. Ho was followed by a Chineso 
oxpert in Triad matters,» It transpired, how- 
over, that the “ expert” Was really not an oxport 
that he had had vary littl experience of ‘Triad 
literature. ; : 

The evidonco for the prosecution having thus 
brooken down, the dofendent was discharged .

Office. Complainant did uot know the Chinese 
for“ aeruted-water machine,” nor did he did 
kmow ‘the, Hong name forgleopeld Spatz and 
Co. Complainant did no®know whethor that 
firm sold hand-machines for the manufacture 
of acrated waters. Ho -knew nothing “about 
the aornted water business, nor of the profits to 
be derived from the trade. Complainant knew 
nothing of an arrangement whereby he and 
Kung On and the defendant were to go shares 
i r business; that was the first

Wit- 
ness had been for nine years room boy at the 
Central Police Station. Whether Sergeant 
Watt would or would not accept » bribe: was not | 
jor witnexs to'say. Defendant, anyway, did not 
say anything avouta bribe, nor wasanything not 
said ubont a partnership for the sergeant‘in an 
aeruted-water business, - Witness had never 
been connected with » yamen,:and could not 
say whether or not it was tho custom in Chins 
yor people to give money to public officials, 
Witness did not know that Sergeant Watt was 
anxious to catch the defendant, He told the'de- 
fendant that the sergeant, when money was men- 
tioned, had said—" All right,” but could not say’ 
whether or not the defendant would havo paid ont 
any money hud the sergeant said it was not all 
right. 
Sergeant Watt at any time, and never addressed 
him by his surname only. - 

Sergesnt Murison said that on the evening 
of the Sth. inst. about 9.15, Sergeant Watt 
showed him a small Chinese envelope. 


Tom 'Usiny was charged with giving o briby to 
a public servant, with a view to influence his con- 
duct. He pleaded not-guilty, and was dofended 
by Mr. E. Robinson, barrister-at-luw. (instructed 
by Mr..J. F. Reece). ‘ 

Tho-jury was mado up of the following gentle- 
mon:—Meassrs. J. Boujamin, J. 8, Ezekiel, 8. L. 
Jenkins, W. F. Gordnor, 8. G. Nerrall, W.

Mr. Pollock addressing the jury, said ‘that 
Sergeant. Watt, who had been a member of the 
detective staff since 5th October last, was the 
complainant. Sergeant Watt was specially 
detatlod for duty -under tho Army Ordi- 
nanee, his sole work being to attand to matters 
under. that Ordinance. . Sergeant Watt would 
tell the jury that he know the defendant, and 
that: he was connected with the You Hang 
arms shops, 322, Queen Road Central. Defon- 
dant appeured to have something to do ‘with 
the management of that shop, Since Sergeant 
Watt started his duties under the Arms Ordin- 
ance, the master of the Yau Hang bud ben 
convicted no less thon. 34 times for breachos 
of the Arme Ordinanco. In cach of these casos 
Sergeant Wutt was.tho complainant, Defou- 
dant was the person who neurly always came 


up to the Central Police Station to apply y--+ 


for removal permits. These permits were 
‘usually ixeued by the Captain Superintondont 
‘of Polico or by the Deputy Superintendent 
of Police: Since 5th October, 190), however, 
applicunts had heen always referred to Sergeant 
Watt, and several applications have been re- 
fused on the. veport of Sergeant Watt. 
The evidence would show. thet om the 3th 
‘inst. Sergeant, Woatt- went to the Harbour 
Gitice and waited on: the east side. Me 
saw the defendant and. a’ man named 
Kung On coming towards him, Kung On was 
a room-boy to the European sergeants and con- 
atubles at the Central Police Station, and would 
be a witness for the proseention. “The defen- 
dant and Kang On cume up io where Sergeant 
Watt was standing, und the defendant said 
something in Chinese which Sergeant Watt 
partly widerstood—or at leaxt understood, from 
his knowledge of Chinese, to menn that the 
defendant wos mentioning something about 
percyssion caps. Sergeant Watt alvo hoard the 
defendant sey, in Chinese—"TN give him 
$30 for each’ box of caps.” Tho cefendant 
further made mention cf a name which, it 
appeared, waa Chinese for Messrs Lants, 
+ Wegouor, and Company. After this conversa- 
tion had taken place. Sergeant Wath told Kung 
On to tell the defendant to go away and the 
latter went off. On the following day, the 6th 
inst., somewhere about helf past. eight in the 
evening, Sergesnt Watt was coming up the 
verandah of the Central Station. from the 
canteon, accompanied by Lance-Sergeant Kerr, 
when Kung On end the defondant came up 
from the opposite side of the compound. 
‘Kung On called. eal Pc mand the ser- 
ant ato ance-Bergesn! err going 
7 his ae Ow and the defendant 
came up, to Seryeant Watt, and all. three 
procooded towards the back of the building.

Chung Chau King, sergeant interpreter at 
the Central Police Station, said he took down, 
tho following statement by the defendant when 
he wa charged—“I did uot «give him (com- 
plainant) meney.”

This concluded the evidence, and the jury 
retired te consider their verdict. They 
returned after um absonce of ‘two minutes, abd 
the foreman ssid they were unanimous in 
finding the defendant guilty.

HONGKONG GENERAL CHAMBER

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PASSENGERS. 
Hongkong General Chamber: of Commerce, 
Hongkong, ist June. 


Sre, ° . 
In July 1897, this Chambor, in response 
to a request by the Government for its opinion, 
on the subject of the medical inspection of 
shipping ontering the waters of thia Colony, 
mele tha suggestion that,in view of the steady 
increase of the tonnege in this port, it was 
ing necessary for the Health Officer, to 
give undivided attention to his shipping duties, 
adding that, whenovor the post should fall 
vacant, its next occupant should not be allowed 
. 40 engage in priyate practice, 

Since those suggestions. were thrown out, 
and in spite of the fact that the trade of 
the port “has ‘ccntinued to increase, while the 
recurring ontbreaks of plague in various porty 
have added greatly to the work of the Health 
Officer, no further assistance has been allotted 
to that official, with the resulf that steamers 
ara not infrequedtly detained through his 
inability to ‘bourd them promptly on arrival, 
The annoyance to passengers and tha loss 
to. ship-owners consequent on these deten- 
tions have boon growing more and ‘more 
pronounced ;-and in illustration thereof I am 
instructed to forward, for the information of 
the Government, the enclosed copy of « letter 
recently received from the Superintendent of 
the Peninguler and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Company on the subject. : 

This letter bas been submitted by the Cham- 
ter to all the Shipping Firms and Steamship 
Agencies in the port, who’ unanimously concur 
in the suggestions made therein as promising 
temporary relief panding ‘the appointment of 
a second or assistant Health Officer. 

There is ample work fortwo doctors in this 
department. The tonnage of the port has 
doubled within the lest twenty years, as will be 
seen by the following fi 3, taken from the 
Harbour Master’s annual réturns of the ship- 
ping trade of the Colony :—

surgeon has aoen overy personon beard during 
the ‘twelve hours immediately preceding the 
visit of the Boarding Medical Uffcer and ia 
satisfied that they uro-all in good health.”

I beg te draw the attention ef the Cham- 
ber to the pressing neet there is for improvement 
in the manner in which the medical inspéction 
of shipping-visiting this harbour is carried out, 
in the hope that the Committee will urye on 
His f&xcellency ‘the Governor the necessi 
which exists for tho revision of a system whic 
is entirely inadequate for the present-day 
requirements of this important centre. of 
commerce, : 

The main defott in the system is the fact 
that, notwithstanding Hongkong has attained 
the flistinction of ranking as the third. port in 
the World in point of tonnage, the duties of 
Boarding Medioal Officer still remain in the 
hands of a private practitioner. I am as anxious 
of disclaiming any intention of casting a reflec- 
tion on the present incumbent as the Secretary 
of the Chamber was in his letter to the Colonial 
Secretary, dated 1ith July, 1887, pointing 
out how necessary it was for the Boarding 
Health Officer to give undivided attention 
to .the shipping duties, a necessity which 
increases with the’ growth of the port, but 
the disadvantages of the present arrange- 
ment are malifest, A Medical Inspecting | 
Officer with private practice, however conscien- 
tivusly he endeavours to perfarm his duties, 
must at times neglect either his private 
patients or his harbour work. . : 

During the time quarantine was recently 
iniposed on arrivals from Singapore, there were 
several instances of .avoidable and wholly 
unnecessary detention to mail and other steamers 
aud their passengers through the failure.of the 
Medical Inspecting Officer to board the vessels 
on anchoring in the quaxantine ground. The 
Government, realising: hat: the delivery of Mails: 
was liable to delay trom this cause, notitied. tho 
Agents of the Mail Lines that the Mails and 
the Post Office Officials, who take charge of the 


itness did not speak fainiliarly to |'P 


Mails from. Singapore, were to be allowed to 
land before arrival of the Health Officer, 
rovided the Madical Officer of the steamer 
certified that the latter were well and free from 
infectious disease. 

The cases of the Royal Mail steamers 
Coromandel and Bailaarat  ‘ilustrate * very 
forcibly the evils. and possibly very. serious 
consequence caused to Mail steamers at this port: 
of.coli, whore every hour is precious, through 
delay on the part of the Boarding Heslth 
- Officer in attending to his duties, : 

The . Coromandel with the outward Mail, 
passed Gap Rock at 4.16 a.m. on April 13th, 
showing Mail signal-lights, which were duly 
acknowledged, . At 7.18 om. the vessel 
anchored in quarantine ground with the 
yellow flag flying, as there waa a case of 
suapected chicken-pox, which is ‘both con- 
tagious and infections, on ‘board. Not until 
1U,6 a.m, did the Health Officer board the 
Coromandel, As the Health Officer was doubt- 
dul whether the case, which was landed and sent 
to the Civil Hospital, might not prove to be 
smoll-pox, he insisted om all pasrengers being 
vaccinated before disembarkation, much to 
their dissutisfaction. After diagnosis at the 
Hospital the case was declared” to he: impetigo 
contagiosa (4 form of ring-worm), and at 2.30 
p.m. the Coromandel was granted pratique, but 
it was not until 5 pan. that she was able to 
commence discharge at the wharves. By dint 
of working alt through the night the vessel 
succeeded in completing her discharge and con- 
tinuing her voyage st 3.10 p.m, on Sunday, 
April 14sh. The limit of time according to Muil 
Contract for arrival of the Mails at Shanghai 
was 2 p.m. on Wednesday 17th April. ‘The 
Coromandel fortunately was favoured with fine: 
weather and succeeded in saving her. time, but 
had she encountered fog it would have been 
impossible to have done this, and the Company 
would have been hable to s fine of £500, ana, 
what is a matter of more serious moment to 
them, their reputation for punctuality in the 
delivery of His Majesty's Mails would have 
geen impaired. Hud the Health Officer boarded 
the Coromandel immediately on anchoring and 
granted pratique she should have been alongside 
the wharf by 10 a.m.,-and could have procesded 
at daylight on the following doy, working ap 
to midnight only. There were 13 passengers 
for the Co, tic, suiling at noon onthe 13th April, 
several of whom were unable to prococd owing’ 
to the detention, and. a \Military: Officer for 
Tieutsin’ missed his passage per, transport 
formosa, which sailed in-the afternoon.

We solicit the good offices of the Chamber 
‘of Commerce jn representing to the local Gov- 
ernment the hardship entailed upon all engaged 
in the trade by the prohibition of immigration 
of Chinese to the Straits as notified in the local 
Press vf the 29th ultimo. Not only is such a 
drastic measare opposed to the Venice Con- 
yention, bat it is difficult to understand what 
good can possibly be expected from it. The 
aecepted theory that persons suffering from 
plagne show wnmistakeablo signs of the disease 
within ten days of its incoption led to the 
regulation that steamers arriving ot Singapore’ 
from Hongkong within that period should be 
detained in quarantine until the ten days had 
elapsed from the commencement of the voyage,, 
and- an, examination ‘of passengers beforo 
allowing them to, land in Singapore would 
consequently seem to be sufficient safeguard 
against the introduction of the -pest, All 
native ngers have to be passed by the 
Health Officor.of the port before steamers 
leave the waters of this colony. 

Last your, wo are informed, immigration from 
India was similarly prohibited by the Straits 
Government, but representations to the Secre- 
tary of State for India that it was contrary to 
the Venice Convention resnlied in the. restric- 
tions being removed ; and we suggest that in the 
same wey the Government bere be asked to at 
once represent the matter to the Secretary of

Plague, which scerps new to have become an 
annual visitation, presents 80 sorious a menace 
to the general prosperity of thia port and 
Colony, that iv the interesta of trade m 
Committes deem it their duty to make suc 
representations to the Government as they 
trust say lead to the adoption of every moaguro 
practicable calculuted to limit the spread of 
this disease. ~ . 

I am therefore directed to point out that 
although it is now seven years since thio dixoaso 
first appeared in a fatelly epidemic form, and 
notwithstanding all thé experience gained, ulike 
of its fotal charactor ..and ‘repid  aproad 
and ofa serious’ dislocation of Tusineee 
trode, 


the authorities are now practically’ as help- 


‘| less: in ‘its presence as they were in the 


memorable year 1894. Tho numbers of cases, 
now.ad then, are little in excess of the numbers 
obgleaths ; the exodus of the Chinese bas, now 
as then, commenced to be on a formidable scato ; 
and ‘the virulence of the pest seems now to be 
even more marked than in 184. 

Jt is unfortunately true that medical science 
has not yet discovered any means of successfull 
greppling with the plagne, but that fact should 
not stund.in the way of medsures béing taken to 
arrest its spread, om of the adoption of such pro- 
cautions in the handling of the sick, tho cleansing 
of drains and houses, and the inspection of slums, 
as might tend to tail the ravages of this 
scourge within certain limits. 


The loss sustained by tho suspension of 
emigration, the imposition of quarantine at 
neighbouring ports on arrivals from Hongkong, 
the reduction in imports’ and exports, and the 
diversion and restriction of trade generally, | 
constitute « serious drain upon the commercial 
community, tho more disquieting since it 
threntens to be of annual recurrence, : 

Tho Committeo are loth to intervene it any 
matters even apparently outside the domain of 
‘trade, but this question is so intimately bound 
up with the.wolfaro of this great port thet the 
‘feol it would-be a grave omission did they fall 
to point out how, in their opinion, the Govorn- 
ment have mada themselves lurgely responsible 
for the sad state of things prevailing. —~ 


, It this were not mattor of notoriety, it would |- 


only ba noceasary to refer to the speech of the 
Medical Officer of Health on_ thy drainage 
system at the last moctingof the Sanitary Bourd, 
when propouing the foilowing resolution :— 

“Thit the Board recommoud tho Govorn- 
ment to utilise all tha frosh .water which now 
rans. to waste in tho trained and untrained 
nullahe of the oity by building dams and form- 
ing tanks for the automatic flushing of the 
sewers and storm-water dyeing,” 

Dr. Clark thon enumerated 2 number of 
recommendations made by Mr. Osbert Chadwick 
in 1882, all of which were necossary, but few of 
which had, up to the preaent ‘moment: been 
carried into effect, whilo in most instances they 
had boen simply iguored. 

‘Thus, with regard to the separate system of 
drainage, most-unhappily introduced jinto the 
colony, one of Mr. Chadwick's recommondations 
was. that flushing tanks for sewers to be filled 
by the flow in the nullahs should be orected. 
The. Committes, while opposed to tho seps- 
rate rystem as eminently unsuited to the 
cireumstances of the. colony, rocoguise that, if 
the system has to be’ endured. its evils will 
clearly be mitigated by provision being mude 
through the frequent and: copious flushing of 
the sewers, and they regret that this obvious 
fact was not aleolong since recogniad by the 
Government. 

Other -recommendations mado by Mr. Chad- 
wick were—({1) Tho formation of continuous 
back alleys; (2) the provision of 600 cubic feet 
of space por head in all rooms sub-divided by 
cubicles ; (2) the formation of a fund to carry 
out largo sazitary schemes; (4) the construc- 
tion of all roads and draing prior to the sale 
of ‘the building’ lots; (5) the acquisition by 
Government of all existing publio latrines, 
their reconatruction, aud the provision ” of

streets ; (7) the increase of the market socont- 
wodotion; and (8) the provision of public bath- 
houses with a good supply of wator, (which last 
suggestion the Committee note with satisfac- 
tion is now being acted upon with good results.)
